This seemed to have been the plan 


of most of the cast and the comedy 
began to become something f e a r f u l , 
Lines were stretched into speec'.iesthat 
would make Hamlet appear 
dumb. 


Mr. Kendal! found himself soon with 
the shortest part. 


What might have been at one time 


intended for a comedy was becoming 
an endurance contest. 
The audience 


• seemed to be getting enough humor 


out of it to keep awake but there 
was dismay in the manager's office. 
Finally midnight 
arrived 
and 
the 


third act was still being hammered 
away at by the players who seemed 
to have become possessed by an elo- 
cutionary mania. The nerves of the 
manager finally broke and lie rushed 
back to the stage. 
The stage mana- 


ger declared the play would go on and 
the manager started to appeal to Mr. 
Kendall. 
Mr. Kendall was on the 


stage, surrounded by a lot of waving, 
shouting performers, each trying to 
make their voices mount the other. 


Tlie manager looked on for a mo- 


ment, then made up his mind to quick 
decision. 
Turning all the lights oft 


the stage, he rushed on and waving 
his hand at the audience to leave, de- 
clared tiie show was over. 
And it 


was over, for the curtain never went 
up on it again. 
Mr. Kendall has nev- 


er told what really was the intended 
ending and he has never dared to 
think what the finish would have been 
had the play gone on until all of 
the performers fell exhausted.

BLACKMAIL PLOT IS 


REVEALED 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind.,' March 14.— 


The conviction of two Bulgarians for 
levying blackmail, on a Macedonian 
is said by the prosecution, represent- 
ing not only the state but the govern- 
ment of Greece, to be of great im- 
portance. It is the first time the laws 
in this country have been made effect- 
ive against what Greeks say is a wide- 
spread conspiracy to levy tribute. 


Pay Tribute Under Treats 


It is said by those acquainted with 


the information 
obtained 
for 
the 


prosecution that Macedonian Greeks 
throughout the country, and especial- 
ly in cities like Chicago, have been 
paying tribute at IVxed dates for a 
long time and were afraid to make 
known that fact, 
because 
of 
the 


threat to murder kinsfolk in Mace- 
donia. It is believed that seven Mac- 
edonians found massacred near Min- 
neapolis a year ago were victims of 
the conspiracy of extortion. 


One witness in the trial here testi- 


fied that Kotef, one of the accused, 
asked him in Pittsburg to join him 
in levying this blackmail and said that 
with a few assassinations as a warning 
Macedonians would pay promptly. 


Under Guise of Aiding Revolt 


The pretext on which the money 


is demanded is for the Sofia commit- 
tee in Bulgaria to promote the revo- 
lutionary movement in Macedonia by 
which Bulgaria seeks to gain the as- 
cendency in that country. 
The vic- 


tim is told the names of kinsfolk in 
Macedonia and it is pointed out to 
him that word can be sent to the con- 
spirators in Macedonia to 
destroy 


property or take the lives of kinsfolk. 
Demetrius, a baker in Terre Haute, 
who made a peculiar bread wanted by 
Bulgarians, Macedonians, and 
Rou- 


manians, refused the demand made 
on him by the Bulgarians, Kotef and 


j Grastns. 
The 
two threatened" 
him 


and issued warning against buying 
his bread, which paralyzed his trade. 
He says he has no doubt his life has 
been sworn away. 


The defense asserts there is noth- 


ing at the bottom of the affair except 
a boycott on the baker because of his 
prices; that he is not even a Greek, 
and, like the two accused men, yet 
has his passports as a subject of Tur- 
key, and that the presecution is mak- 
ing a mountain of a molehill.

itable and beneficial agencies and the 
aiding of such establishments as al 
ready may be organized.

kind of a, clearing house 
on 
Mrs 


Sage's future charities in itself, to be 
conducted as economically as possi- 
ble and with a view to doing 
the 


greatest good where most needed. 


"I sec no reason why the Sage foun- 


dation should not become .operative 
within a month, or just as soon as 
the usual details of organization have 
been gotten through with and the nec- 
essary legislation enacted. 
The pas- 


sage of the bills incorporating 
the 


Sage foundation should not take more 
than a week or ten days. Mrs. Sage 
wishes the greatest speed possible in 
putting this through. 
We thought it 


best to get special 
legislation, al- 


though the special powers will 
be 


more in the nature of defining the 
purpose of charity than anything else 


"Mrs. Sage probably will have a 


conference with the incorporation im- 
mediately after the passage of 
the 


bill, and it will be quite a 
ixitable 


gathering, as only men and women 
of international reputations on econo- 
mic and charitable matters have been 
asked to serve. 


"These incorporators probably will 


become the trustees of the Sage foun- 
dation, though others may be added 
to the list already published. 


"We will establish permanent head-

"This cannot be decided until the 


board of trustees has been appointed.

REUF UNDER GUARD 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 15. 


—The impaneling of a jury to 
try 


Abraham Ruef on the charge of ex- 
tortion has begun in Judge Dunne's 
department of the superior court. 


While counsel for Ruef would not 


authorize a statement that they had 
finally given up hope of judicial inter- 
ference in behalf of their client, and 
would make no further effort to stay 
Judge Dunne, it was admitted by one 
of the attorneys conducting his de- 
fense that Ruef expects to go on trial 
tomorrow morning. 


Ruef Closely Guarded 


It became known that since the ac- 


tion of Judge De Haven in the United 
States district court denying Ruef's 
application for admittance to bail by 
habeas corpus and denying his right 
to appeal, Ruef has been much more 
closely and carefully guarded in the 
St. Francis hotel by Elisor Biggj- and 
his deputies. 
He is not allowed to 


see any one but his attorneys and his 
immediate family. 
This is because 


the elisor fears a rescue by force. 
Judge Dunne approves of this course. 


Ruef will be removed from the St. 


Francis as soon as a more suitable 
place of confinement can be found. 


Ruef's appeal for bail was refused 


by Judge Dunne, and his counsel then 
applied for his relief to the state su- 
preme court, asking there a writ of 
habeas corpus. 
It is not likely action 


will be taken before Thursday. 


Delay Remote Possibility 


"I know of but one thing that could 


further delay the bringing of Ruef to 
trial before. Judge Dunne," said Mr. 
Henry, "and that is a remote possibili- 
ty.' I mean that if Judge Dunne, after 
we have ans\vered in court tomorrow 
morning the affidavits of bias and 
prejudice filed against him by the de- 
fense, sliould decide that the defense 
had made out its case and declare him 
an unfair judge to try Ruef, then a 
change of trial judge could be grant- 
ed and further delay would ensue."
